ington — W as One of the Leading Figures 


in Japan— Founded W aseda University

quis Okuma, Japan’s "grand old man,” came as a shock 
today lo the Japanese delegation to the Washington con- 
terenee and the delegates as well as members of the Japan­ 
ese embassy staff and other Japanese now in this city 
voiced their deep sorrow at the loss the Japanese empire 
has sustained.
